U.S. Launches 
Spy Satellite 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (A P) 
— A. Titan 3C rocket roared 
into the black sky at 3:15 a.m . 
today, taking a superspy satel­ 
lite to an orbital outpost and 
shaking awake many area resi­ 
dents. 
U.S. 
Air 
Force 
spokesmen 
gave no warning of the launch 
and issued only a short state­ 
ment afterw ard. 
But it was learned that the 
rocket, the most powerful in 
the Air Force space inventory, 
was carrying a satellite that is 
expected 
to 
give 
split-second 
notice of missile launchings in 
Russia. 
Sources 
said 
the 
satellite, 
‘ ‘ w e i g h i n g 
thousands 
of 
pounds," will take a stationary 
position 22,300 miles above the 
Indian Ocean. 
The satellite wil serve as in­ 
surance in case one sent pre­ 
viously to the sam e area should 
fail, the sources said. They said 
the earlier spy satélite is los­ 
ing some of its sensitivity. 
Several minutes after today’s 
brilliant launch, which could be 
heard 30 miles away and seen 
much farther, the Air Force is­

The experim ents will lead to 
high-altitude crop identification 
a nd water-quality sampling, ac­ 
cording to LeRoy Silva, profes­ 
sor of engineering, who heads 
the ground work on the tests. 
About 110 Purdue personnel 
are working on the project, fi­ 
nanced through contracts with 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration and other 
federal agencies for a total of 
$1.7 m ilion. 
Silva said it will take about 
69 days to digest data collected 
at Lake Monroe Sunday morn­ 
ing.

11 Horses Die

One 
of

horses found, dead outside the 
grounds was identified as Rhe- 
warz 
Rode, 
owned 
by 
Jack 
Flinchum. 
Meanwhile, a fire official said 
faulty 
electrical 
wiring 
may 
have caused the blaze.

Johnny Bench and Neil Arm­ 
strong are among 17 contenders 
for Father of the Year by a lo­ 
cal night club.

Two points, not always suf­ 
ficiently noticed, would be kept 
in mind about the Watergate 
affair. 
1. As Mrs. Clare Booth Luce 
has well noted, if it is simply 
the truth which is desired — 
rather than prolonged publicity 
designed for political purposes 
— the Ervin Committee could 
get right to the heart of the 
matter by calling as witnesses, 
’without further delay, the four 
to six people who alone would 
seem, to be in a position to have 
a n y 
personal 
information 
regarding guilty knowledge or 
participation, 
or 
the 
lack 
thereof, on the part of the 
President of the United States. 
These people are former 
Attorney General Mitchell, Mr. 
Haldcman, Mr, Erlich man, and 
Mr. Stans, to which might 
perhaps be added Mr. Magruder 
and Mr. Dean. If these people 
•can't and don’t incriminate the 
President in any way, it seems 
unlikely that anyone can or 
will; why not, then, call them 
as witnesses at once and get 
I h e i r 
answers? 
Sufficient 
foundation would seem to have 
been laid, and more than suf­ 
ficient hearsay has been sworn 
to; these men appear to be the 
only people (and at the very 
least are clearly among the 
people) likely to be able to 
c o n t r i b u t e from, personal 
knowledge any truly material 
facts. If facts are wanted, 
rather 
than 
hearsay 
and 
proliferating headlines, it would 
seem to be about time to go 
to the obvious source. 
2. 
As Special 
Prosecutor 
Archibald 'Cox. has been pointing 
out, the Ervin hearings are all 
too likely to make successful 
criminal prosecutions of the 
guilty difficult or impossible. 
This is for two reasons. 
First, widespread press and 
television coverage is likely to 
fatally prejudice the possibility 
of a fair trial for those called 
as witnesses or mentioned in 
the 
testimony 
before 
the 
Committee. 
Second, so-called “use im­ 
munity,” 
extended 
by 
the 
Senate Committee to some of 
th/i witnesses means that in 
any later criminal prosecutions 
brought against these same 
witnesses the government not 
only cannot use the witness’ 
own testimony against him, but 
is also put under the burden 
of showing that any other 
evidence which it may use was 
not a product of leads derived 
from the testimony given by the 
witnesk. 
From a prosecutor’s point of 
view' Mr. Cox is absolutely 
correct in wanting to have the 
Ervin hearings postponed or, in 
the alternative, in desiring to 
prevent television coverage, at 
least, of important testimony. 
From a practical point of 
view, having regard to political, 
life as it is lived, the public’s 
right to know, etc., Mr. Cox 
is unlikely to obtain these goals. 
He probably knows this, and is 
engaged in making up his 
record as insurance against 
possible future failure of his 
prosecutions, for which he will 
hardly be responsible. 
Sen. Ervin, a good lawyer and 
generally credited with being a. 
fair-minded man, can be ex­ 
pected to continue to run his 
hearings with as much decorum, 
and objectivity as their nature 
w i l l 
permit; 
but 
their 
protraction cannot help but 
have political connotations, and 
among their chief beneficiaries 
— it seems all too likely — 
will be an assortment of law 
violators who may well be 
saved from conviction and kept 
out of jail as a result of the 
Committee proceedings. 
House Passes Minimum Wage 
Package

minimum wage bill, which will 
'increase the minimum wage in 
non-agricultural 
employment, 
for persons covered prior to 
1966, from $1.60 per hour to 
$2.00 per hour, at first, and, 
after a year, to $2.20. Those

A substitute measure, offered 
by Mr. Erienborn of Illinois, a 
Republican Member, and co- 
s p o n s o r e d by Republican 
Representatives Quie of Min­ 


nesota and Anderson of Illinois 
and by Democrats’ Fuqua of 
Florida 
and 
Waggoner 
of 
Louisiana would have raised, the 
minimum for non-agricultural 
workers covered before 1966 to 
Si,.80'. to $2.00 after one year, 
and to $2.10 after two years. 
The comparable figures for 
those covered after 1986 were 
SI.70, $1.8U, $2.00, and $2.10 after 
three years. The agricultural 
rates went to $1.50, $1.70, and 
$1.80 after two years. This 
m e a s u r e did not extend 
coverage to any new groups not 
covered under present law. 
The Erienborn Substitute was 
offered as an amendment, and 
was defeated by a close vote 
of 218 to 199. I voted for the 
Erienborn Substitute. 
One of the most important 
provisions of the Erienborn 
Substitute was a “youth dif­ 
ferential” which provided that 
full time students at all times 
and non-student 16 and 17 year 
olds for the first 6 months of 
their employment, could be paid 
at the rate of 80 per cent of 
the applicable minimum wage, 
or $1.60 ($1.30 in farm work) 
whichever was higher. 
This was in recognition of the 
high rate of unemployment in 
the age group. Secretary of 
Labor Brennan pointed out that 
the unemployment rate in the 
16-18 year old group is 17.2 per 
cent, as against a rate of 4 


per cent for workers over the 
age of 20 years. Unrealistically 
high minimum rates price this 
essentially 
marginal 
labor 
group out of the market and 
increase the ranks of idle youth 
on our city streets, on the one 
hand, while college educators, 
at the other end of the scale, 
testified that a $2.00 per hour 
minimum 
for 
student 
em­ 
ployment on the campus would 
reduce the number of such jobs 
drastically, because the colleges 
simply don't have the money 
to afford it. 
After the Erienborn Substitute 
was defeated, the “youth, dif­ 
ferential” feature was offered 
as a separate amendment to the 
committee bill, and I voted for 
it. This amendment, too, was 
defeated, however, by a vote 
of 215 to 199. I voted also for 
an amendment offered by Mr. 
1 chord, 
a 
Democrat 
from, 
Missouri, which would have 
removed State and municipal 
employees from the coverage of 
the bill. They have never been 
included previously, and, in my 
judgment, it is contrary to our 
whole 
Federal 
System 
of 
government to have the United 
States setting wage rates for 
S'ate and local governments. 
This amendment lost 233-182, 
Following the loss of these 
amendments I voted against the 
bill on final passage. 
Minimum wage legislation has 


an «motional impact, which I 
r e c o g n i z e and appreciate. 
During the debate Mr. O’Neill 
of Massachusetts., speaking for 
the coverage of domestic serv­ 
ice, spoke feelingly of the Irish 
women who came to America 
and engaged in this type of 
employment; Mr. Young of 
Georgia, an intelligent young 
black member, claimed that the 
1 * y o u t h differential” was 
demeaning; 
Mr. 
O’Hara of 
Michigan said he worked in the 
shops in Detroit at age 16, did 
the work of a man, and was 
entitled to a man’s wage. These 
are human arguments, difficult 
to answer with statistics. Even 
more persuasive, probably, was 
the strong drive made for the 
bill by organized labor — which 
draws well above the legal 
minimum but whith sees its 


wages rise, too, maintaining, the 
differential, whenever the legal 
minimum is increased. 
The fact remains that two of 
our 
most 
important 
and 
'troublesome domestic problems 
are, and remain, inflation and 
unemployment. Oratory aside, 
almost everyone recognizes that 
increased 
minimum 
wages, 
arbitrarily set by law and not 
by increased productivity or 
economic 
factors, 
inevitably 
tend to increase both inflation 
and unemployment, and thus to 
aggravate the very problems 
which we ought to be trying 
to solve. Such a step ,at such 
a time, makes no economic 
sense and can hardly help the 
nation; 
but, 
as 
has been 
remarked, politics is hardly an 
exact science.
